On Authority and Liberty 


The core disagreement between Anarchism and Marxism besides the deep philosophical conflict between 
radical Idealism and Dialectical Materialism is the corrupting effect that Authority and political power has on 
the human mind. Anarchism claims that political power will necessarily drive all those who wield it into using 
it to forge their own self-interests regardless of the expense of those under it's control. It has it's basis, 
although still it remains nothing but a pseudoscientific concept. Because the corrupting effect of political 
power is highly variable, independently, dependently and controlled. Independently, because of an individual's 
response to having such huge responsibility. Dependently, because of the reward to effort ratio of extreme 
actions like the regimentation of a nation, and the controlled variable which further exterminates any worthy 
reward of obligarchism is how a Socialist society is meant to function economically, by actually further 
perpetuating wealth inequalities through eliminating all economic competition against the State, in effect 
privileging the minority (Army, Police etc). Such minorities wielding Rifles, Bayonets etc must also undergo 
specialised qualifications and should be generally democratic (i.e. the elimination of chiefs and generals, 
for them to be replaced by spokespeople.) So in practice, especially in poorer or more devastated countries 
from the Proletarian revolution, we will begin to see ridgid strains of Authoritarianism begin to develop 
within certain factions of the Proletarian State. However because of those 3 variables, there is a more 

than equal chance of such strains being defeated before they can properly develop and evolve.
